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COMMERCIAL COOPERATION—ITS 
IMPORTANCE TO THE 
FARMER. 

(By C. L, Zinssmeister, 14, New York 
City, Second Prize Oration of the 
Eastman Stage, Cornell Agricultural 

College, Feb. 24, 1911. 

Up to within the past sixty years 
of the world’s history, slavery to the 
soil seemed to be the only lot of the 
farmer. There was a time when his 
life was hard and sordid, spent in 
years of toilsome drudgery. There 
was a time when his tools were few 
and clumsy, a time when his knowl- 
edge was limited to a blind belief in 
the traditions of his father’s. Those. 
times are gone forever. The clumsy 
scythe has grown into the reaper, the 
wooden plow into an implement of 
steel: to the knowledge that the farm- 
er may possess modern science has 
placed no limit. The old problems of 
production that confronted him have 
been solved by improved machinery, 
and invention is still further lighten- 
ing his labor. 

While invention, through agricul- 
tural machinery, has almost entirely 
solved the mechanical problems of ag- 
ricultural production, the scientific 


that 
been evolved through years of patient 


principles and practices have 


research and experiment have not yet 
become the common knowledge of our 


farmers. The majority of American 


farmers have failed to make use of the 
teachings of the new agriculture. They 
have failed to secure a parcels post, 
the extension of rural highways, and 
many other advantages necessary to 
rural welfare, Today they find them- 
selves at the mercy of middlemen 
and tariff-protected inductries, that sap 
the very life blood of our rural com- 
munities. Nor do they all enjoy the 
compensating pleasures of a well knit 
social life. Rural civilization has not 
measured up to its possibilities. Our 
farmers have rot realized to the full 
the kenefits of scientific and soc.al 
progress. It ‘s rot the increase of as- 
ricwiiural Knowledge among our edu- 
cators and scientisis that is the prod- 
lem that confronts us now. It is the 
utilization ef the knowledge we al- 
ready possess, in bettering rural con- 
ditions and in upbuilding a class of 
farmers representative of the highest 
ideals of rural life, that is the one 
great problem of our present rural 
civilization. 

For many years our government and 
our agricultural colleges have been 
expounding the principles of the new 
agriculture and putting them to prac- 
tical test in thousands of experiments 
and demonstrations. The valuable in- 
formation thus gained has been offered 
free to our farmers, but its inestima- 
ble value has been for the most part 
lost to our rural communities, since 
less than five per cent. of our farmers 
have made direct use of the lessons 
it teaches. As a result our farmers 
have not made full use of their oppor- 
tunties. The poorer lands tilled by 
European peasants far outstrip our 
richer lands in production, acre per 
acre. That such is the case is because 
there have been no interested bodies 
of farmers through which our govern- 
ment and agricultural colleges can 
directly work in the application of sci- 
entific principles to agricultural pro- 
duction. The new rural education has 
been badly handicapped inasmuch as 
there have been no organized bodies 


of farmers to act as channels through 
which its immensely valuable teach- 
ings may become a matter of actual 
practice, not in the uncertain future 
but in the living present. 

Our farmers realize full well the 


value of good roads to their comfort, 
prosperity and social life. Yet less 
than three per cent. of American roads 
are improved. They have also long 
desired and demanded a parcels post 
and other advantages that legislation 
alone can secure, They have failed 
either to influence or obtain that legis- 
lation. If our farmers ever hope to 
have their needs and demands met 
and answered they must do as the 
city manufacturer has done in secur- 
ing an unjust tariff, as the city laborer 
has done in improving the conditions 
urder which he works,—they must or- 
ganice, they must cooperate, or their 
cry for a parcels post, a just tariff or 
‘rspatrial reciprocity will ever go un- 
answered. It is only the organized 
power of farmers, working together 
for a common end, that can make it- 
self felt in our legislative halls, that 
can secure advantage necessary to 
rural welfare. 

But important as is the lack of sci- 
entific information and the political 
inefficiency of our farmers, they suf- 
fer far more from other conditions. It 
is the commercial phase of rural life, 
the most impotant phase, that the 
farmer has most persistently neglect- 
ed. The average farmer as is well 
known, keeps no systematic account of 
the costs and profits of farm opera- 
tions. As a result he loses much pos- 
sible profit. Indeed the farmers of 
this state alone, because of their poor 
business methods, lose millions of dol- 
lars annually. They have not yet 
learned that accurate business meth- 
ods are a prime requisite of good farm- 
ing. The lack of any sort of rural 
commercial organization whatsoever 
has been in great part responsible for 
this condition; and commercial organ- 
ization with its power of teaching and 
compelling systematic and accurate 
business methods can alone remedy it. 

Individual business inefficiency is 
by no means, however, the most seri- 


ous defect in rural commercial af-

fairs. The modern market which our 
farmers supply demand goods of even 
and guaranteed quality, in quantity 
suited to a varying demand. Such a 
market necessitates a compact organ- 
ization for the collection and distribu- 
tion of these supplies, and, as our 
farmers have never effected such or- 
ganization among themselves, middle- 
men have of a necessity arisen and 
have taken up the important and high- 
ly profitable function of the distribu- 
tion of farm products, A_ recent 
writer in Rural Life says that ‘Last 
year the farmers of New York State 
sold their potato crop for $8,000,000. 
When the consumers came to pur- 
chase that crop they had to pay 
$60,000,000, the middlemen and _ the 
railroads receiving $52,000,000 for 
handling the farmers’ $8,000,000 
crop.” “And,” the writer further 
says, “rural reformers are still wan- 
dering up and down the country try- 
ing to discover the reason why the 
boys are leaving the farms.” It is to 
middlemen such as these that the 
farmer must sell all his products, and 
from others like unto them the farmer 
must buy all his supplies. And, in 
addition, he must often accede to the 
exorbitant demands of railroads and 
express companies. Little wonder it 
is that he is stripped of a large part 
of his legitimate profits, his standing 
of living lowered and a check placed 
upon his initiative. For these condi- 
tions there can be but one remedy— 
commercial cooperative organization. 
But, as Sir Horace Plunkett the noted 
Irish advocate of rural cooperation, 
says in speaking of American condi- 
tions, “The American farmer has yet 
to learn that he is subject to a law 
of modern business that governs all 
his couutry’s industrial activities, the 
law that each body of workers en- 
gaged in supplying the modern mar- 
ket must combine or be worsted at 


every turn in the competition with 
those that do.” 

There is yet another phase of rural 
life that cannot well be ignored. In 
the average rural community there is 
lacking the social life that would go 
far towards lightening the labors of 
the farm and increasing the pleasures 
of life in the open country. That such 
does not exist is due not only to the 
pervailing scarcity of good roads, and 
to the isolation of farm life but it is 
also due to the lack of a suitable 
means whereby our farmers may be 
brought into frequent social contact 
with one another, While the Grange 
and other agricultural organizations 
have done a great social work in our 
rural communities yet as Dr. Kenyon 
L. Butterfield estimates, scarecly one 
farmer in twenty belongs to and takes 
active part in any agricultural asso- 
ciation. The commercial cooperative 
orgapization of our farmers would 
remedy this defect for all time for 
such organization reaches the com- 
mon basis of the life of all farmers, 
the commercial basis; and it is on 
this, if no other basis that the social 
life of a community can be founded 
and the mutual distrust and suspicion 
that prevails today be destroyed; such 


a social life and such a result is in- 


evitable where men meet frequently 
to work together for the common wel- 
fare. 

Consider for a moment the advan- 
tages and tenefits of cooperation. 
Through its organized power our 
farmers could exert a profound in- 
fluence upon legislation. vital to rural 
welfare. It could furnish definite and 
interested bodies of men with which 
our government and our agricultural 
colleges could cooperate in the spread 
of scientific information and in the 
solution of rural problems. It could 
furnish broad channels for the inflow 
and the rapid spread of the new edu- 


cation. It could furnish the organized 


power necessary to secure justice at 
the hands of railroads and the manu- 


facturers of farm supplies, and, in 
effecting direct union between the 
rural producer and the urban con- 
sumer, it could with great profit oust 
all parastic middlemen. It would 
teach the backward farmer better 
business methods and force him to 
adopt the practices of the new agri- 
culture. It would develop true rural 
leaders and in thus furnishing a field 


for the activities of men of high abil- 
ity it would attract and retain those 
who before, cast in their lot with the 


cities, Greatest of all it would create 
and develop a new social life—a social 
life with a spirit so intense in its 
loyalty to the things of the country 
and so effective in rendering rural 
life attractive that the advance of our 
rural civilization could not but be 
swift and tremendous. 


As farmers we must let no other 
issues blind us to the fundamental 
necessity of cooperation. We may se- 
cure for ourselves every advantage 
that education or human ingenuity 
can bestow upon us; we may obtain 
a parcels post, free-trade, or protective 
legislation; we may add to our profits 
time and time again but until we have 
gathered ourselves together into one 
vast family working together for the 
comon welfare, working together for 
the advancement of rural life, all our 
other efforts will be but a temporary 
success. The civilization of men de- 
pends upon the closeness of their 
commercial and social relations, upon 
their common ties, upon their broth- 
erhood. Thus if we hope to make the 
most of close commercial and social 
relationship, if we hope to secure for 
ourselves and our posterity the bene- 
fits of centuries of human thought and 
progress we must cooperate.

SOCIALISM.—Continued. 


From childhood to youth, from 
youth to manhood and from manhood 
to three score years and ten, every 
normal person in good health desires 
activity of both body and mind. At 
the same time all people invariably 
seek activity along lines of their own 
choice. And the universal education, 
that I have referred to, should be 
given in such lines. If a child in his 
play is closely observed the nature of 
his abilities may be ascertained with- 
out much difficulty. And there can 
ibe little doubt that his disposition and 
tastes will be in conformity with his 
abilities. That he should be educated 
along the lines of his disposition and 
tastes follows as a corolary. All em- 
ployments of society would undoubt- 
edly thus be provided for in a system 
of education thus conforming to indi- 
vidualism. Socialism after such a sys- 
tem of education was fully inaugarted 
would be a joyful equipment for every 
one to acquire, It would also be a 
joyful one in pratical application from 
manhood and womanhood to the end 
of life. What a joy life would be- 
come to everybody! Few can imagine 
the pleasure, the animation, with 
which an Edison or a Burbank works? 
When that glad time comes under 
the reign of Socialism; when such a 
system of education is perfected—it 
may take a hundred years—every man 
and woman will ke happy in working. 
It is said that Edison works sixteen 
hours a day—voluntarily. So would 


every healthy person work if they 
could be given their choice of em- 
ployment. “I know something of the 
joy of work in my eighty-second year 
of age. 

Two Classes 


I can best illustrate and describe, 
I think, two classes of people by re- 
lating an incident in which I had a 
part. The next year after coming to 
Chicago I obtained permission to 
spade up a vacant lot adjoining the 
building in which we lived. I used 
it for a garden on condition that I 
would immediately give up the crops 
on it in case it were sold or the owner 
decided to build upon it. It had been 
used as a dumping place for all sorts 
of things (not burned) thrown away 
by the neighbors. It was quite a task 
to remove such rubbish. In some parts 
the weeds were higher than my head 
and in other parts it was prairie sod. 
It was about two feet lower than the 
sidewalk—a broad and smooth cement 
walk kept clean by Chicago winds and 
rains, On this walk I often rested. 
Among the men who frequently used 
this walk was a young millionaire, 
on his way to the grounds and build- 
ings of a millionaire club situated on 
the shore of Lake Michigan. Passing 
one day with a handsome blooded 
pointer, he suddenly stopped and 
bluntly inquired, “Do you like to work?” 
As I sat resting on the walk I re- 
plied, “Yes,—you have a fine dog.” 
Standing above me he proudly ex- 
claimed, “I paid two hundred dollars 
for him. I like to hunt.” 

My class—the laboring class—pro- 
duces, His class hunts. It is predatory. 
Tt hunts the wealth that my class pro- 
duces. It preys upon it by every means 


that it is able to employ. Within mem- 
ory it has secured fully nine-tenths of 
the wealth of our nation, and yet, it 
numbers less than one-tenth of our 
population. According to Secretary Wil- 
son, of our national Department of 
Agriculture, it takes half of what our 
farmers produce. From those who 
labor in our factories it takes all that 
they produce, except sufficient for the 
bare means of existence and the ne- 
cessities required for breeding and 
bringing up the young to renew the 
supply of laborers. Our tariff laws are 
enacted in the interests of this class. 
It has seized upon our coal fields and 
our vast deposits of petrolium, and it 
is now reaching out after the people’s 
inheritance of water power and irriga- 
tion sites. 

Within my memory it has establish- 
ed a system of banking and finance 
(supported by a corporation owned 
press) that creates panics at almost 
fixed regular periods, which in plain 
language is simly a system of rob- 
kery. Within my memory it has ex- 
ploited our valuable forests, the growth 
of hundreds of years, and which it will 
take hundreds of years to replace; it 
has by corrupt methods gobbled up 
vast domains of land, as railroad land 
grants, that should have been pre- 
served inviolate as an inheritance of 
the people. The laboring class has 
built these railways and all other rail- 
ways. It has built our cities. It has 
worked our mines, our factories and 
invented the machinery in them. It 
has produced all, and really paid all 
the taxes for the support of our gov- 
ernment. The producers are uncon- 
scious slaves of the predatory class.

It 
can’t be done. 

Such attainments in production, 
however, should cause the average 
dairyman to pause in his plodding and 
give thought to these possibilities, 
Here is a two-year-old heifer that has 
produced more in sixty days than his 
herd averages in a year. Intelligent 
breeding, feeding and care has done 
it: what is possible once, is possible 
twice, yea, a million times. Why not 
begin at once to apply the methods 
that are as sure to bring like results 
as that twice two makes four?

It hardly seems pos- 
sible that such a motive can be al- 
lowed to determine the policy of the 
association. There can be no question 
that with the surplus funds of the 
association a building for a home 
could be constructed with sufficient 
room to produce a much greater rev- 
enue than that derived from the pres- 
ent low rate of interest. 

The question of location should be 
easily settled. Let the general advan- 
tages determine this so far as it may 
be a matter of choice. It seems that 
the provisions of the charter practi- 
cally limits this choice to New York 
State; but this can hardly be looked 
upon as in any way prejudicial to the 
highest interests of the association, 
since the Empire State has always led 
as the greatest center of Holstein- 
Friesian development; and however 
much the breed may spread and domi- 
nate the whole country, there is no 
reason to suppose that New York 
State may not always hold her proud 
position as this greatest center, 

Of all the cities of the state, to the 
mind of the editor, Syracuse presents 
the best claims. She is the center of 
the state; she has New England on 
the one side and the great West on the 
other; and above all the people of all 
sections have formed the habit of com- 
ing to Syracuse to attend their an- 
nual meeting. 


We should be pleased to publish a 
symposium of opinions, and anyone 
who has views on this subject are in- 
vited to present them in the Holstein- 
Friesian World.

LARGE RECORDS AT LAKESIDE. 
Syracuse, N. Y., April 3, 1911, 
Editor H.-F. World: 

Some records recently made by some 
of the Lakeside Model Family in the 
Lakeside Herd may be of interest to 
your readers. Annie De Kol Butter 
Girl, No. 72910 at 6 years, after milk- 
ing through the whole twelve months 
of the previous year, was dried by 
reducing her feed to the minimum, and 
had only six to eight weeks in which 
to get into condition for a test before 
freshening; hence was not well fitted, 
and yet she made in 7 days 31.25 Ibs. 
butter, and followed that the next 
week with 31.29 lbs. and in 380 days 
made 129.57 lbs. butter, The weather 
was exceedingly changeable, and 
therefore unfavorable, the effect of 
which was very noticeable. Every 
period of cold, dry weather was 
marked by an increase yield, reaching 
a rate of 35 Ibs. and again 37 lbs. and 
later 39.36 lbs., giving a hint of her 
capacity under favorable conditions, 
but in each instance a warm, damp 
spell caused a slump. 

Her 30 day record, which is the 
most important, according to the last 
Blue Book, places her the 9th in the 
list. She is only 6 years old and a 
higher record is confidently expected 
in the future. She gave in her test 
101,25 lbs. milk in a day. 

Her daughter Annie De Kol Konin- 
gen only 3 years, 29 days made over 


23 lbs. in 7 days and gave 84 Ibs. milk 
inaday. A full sister to Annie De Kol 
Butter Girl at 5 years made 25.54 Ibs. 

Of the Model Family in the Lake- 
side herd three two-year-olds have 
been tested, one 3-year-old, four 4- 
year-olds, Jr., and three mature cows, 
and the average records are 23.45 Ibs. 
When these ages at time of test are 
considered (only 3 mature cows) the 
results are most gratifying. The de-
